TREATY ROBS FOOD SU PPLY 


Berlin, Oct. 7 
(By 
Mail)—Mil­ 
lions of Germans can die for want 
of food, as against thousands dur" 
ing the blockade, unless the nation 
takes the strictest measures to meet 
its food problems, according to Prof 
von Gruber of 
Munich, 
speaking 
before the Scientific 
Congress 
at 
Ban Nauheim. 
He contended that the Versailles 
treaty had robbed Germany of vital 
supply sources and that many were 
consequently condemned to 
death. 
He counselled intensive production, 
greater application of fertilizers and 
as moderate consumption as possi­ 
ble. 
The idea that Germany could lean 
oh foreign lands for large food sup­ 
plies, as it has recently done, is de­ 
ceptive, he said. This 
system, 
he 
pointed out, must come to an 
end 
some time, due to the inability 
of 


the nation to repay under'its lower­ 
ed valuta and due to 
its 
lowered 
productive capacity traceable to de­ 
creased raw materials. 
“Will the agriculturists work for 
paper money” f he queried.

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State Hatcheries Will Convert One 


Place Into Bass Propagating 


Alone to Supply Demand 


A D U LT FISH A R E W AN TED 


Indianapolis* Ind., Oct. 
26—The 
demand for sma 11-mouth bass fol 
stocking streams and lakes in 
In­ 
diana was so persistent this season 
that the state department of con­ 
servation has decided to convert one 
of the four hteheries into propagat­ 
ing this species alone, according to 
announcement 
today. 
Bass 
Lake 
hatchery was 
selected 
owing 
to 
springs which feed the ponds mak­ 
ing the water ideal for this species. 
Heretofofe this hatchery only oper“ 
ated four ponds. Next season there 
will be seven 
ponds, 
and 
George 
Berg, superintendend of hatcheries, 
is now engaged in piaking tbe addi­ 
tional extensions. 
In order there be sufficient breed­ 
ers to more than double the fish crop 
at Bass Lake next season, Richard 
Lieber, director of conservation in 
Indiana, and .George N. 
Mannfeld, 
superintendent of the 
division, of 
fish and game, have appealed to ci­ 
tizens of the state to catch adult 
fish for the hatcheries. Fish taken at 
this seasd^n of the year become ac­ 
climated and make better breeders 
by spring, they ayery. The depart­ 
ment wants only adult bass taken in 
a lawful way—that is caught with 
hook and line. Persons interested in 
better fishing for Indiana waters are 
willing to take them this way, 
for 
each additional adult bass sent to 
the hatchery means several thous­ 
and more fingerlings for restocking 
purposes next year. 
Bass breeders 
are also desired for the 
Riverside 
hatchery. 
Already 
three 
citizens, 
Gustav il. T. Meyer, B. A. 
Sunder­ 
land and Fred Ehlers, all of India­ 
napolis, have donated bass 
breed­ 
ers to Riverside this month.

Dev elopment 
and 
Perpetuation 
of 
Roundworms 
Is 
Fostered 
by 
Manure-Cov ered Lots. 


Inv estigations reported In a recent 
technical publication of the bureau of 
atiimal Industry, United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, disclosed addi­ 
tional ev idence of the Importance of 
keeping young pigs in clean pens that 
hav e not been coutaminnted by other 
swfne. 
A roundworm of pigs, known as 
Ascaris suura, Is held responsible not 
only for many deaths among swine, 
but for a large proportion of the runts 
among these animals. 
Dev elopment 
and perpetuation of ttye roundworms is 
fostered by badly drained and manure- 
cov ered hog lots, which are on this ac­ 
count dangerous to young pigs and not 
good for pigs of any age. 
Eggs of the parasite may remain 
aliv e in soil for fiv e years and ev en 
longer. 
Places occupied by pigs har­ 
boring the adi/lt worms In their intes­ 
tines will become badly infested with 
the eggs. 
Pigs farrowed and kept in 
such places are certain to pick up 
many of these eggs, and ev en suck­ 
ling pigs are liable to swallow eggs 
-present in dirt adhering to the teats of 
the sow. 
Inv estigations by the bureau hav e 
prov ed that after the eggs hav e been 
swallowed and hav e hatched in the in­ 
testine the.young worjng do not imnM» - 
diately settle down, but penetrate thy; 
wall of ‘the intestine and trav el to tin* 
liv er and the; lungs. 
From the 111 figs 
j t w f craiH;up the wlndpipei#iid |then j 
down the* esefchngus anil neturti to Hie • 
intestine. Only after they hav e passed 
through the lungs do they establish 
themselv es in the intestine and grow 
to maturity.
